CONTINUED THROUGH FEBRUARY 11. SOUTH AFRICA, LESOTHO, TRANSKEI & 
CISKEI NOW MAKING EFFORTS TO DETERMINE CAUSES OF VIOLENCE WHICH IN 
ADDITION TO DEATHS, RESULTED IN SCORES OF INJURIES, MANY OF 
OF THEM SERIOUS, & EXTENSIVE DAMAGE TO MINE INSTALLATIONS.
